There are fome among the Learned, as well as 
among the more common ſort, that are ſubject to 
ſuch Prejudices againſt the Church of Rome; they 
are apt to think there are no true Fruits of Piety a= 
mong thoſe of that Communion, nor any Helps to Hea- 
ven can come from thence. But theſe Perſons ſhould 
conſider that there are three ſorts of Men in that 
Church, who are not ſo accountable for the Errors and 
Corruptions thereof. Some thro the powerful Influ- 
ence of Education, and the invincible, or almoſt in- 
vincible Ignorance, that attends it, do not diſcern 
the great Faults of their Church, and God being mer- 
ciſul to ſuch Mens Miſtakes, gives them his Holy 
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Spirit, by the Aſſiſtance whereof they bring forth _ 


the Fruits of true Piety, and among theſe we may 
find many Perſons eminent for Humility, Purity, 
Charity, Devotion, Gentleneſs, Self-Denial, and Re- 
ſignation, and other Chriſtian Graces, and where we 
find Men in dangerous Communions, ſo ſecured a 
 gainſt the Dangers of them, by the ſpecial Favour of 
God, we ought to magnifie his Goonneſs, and their 
Examples ought to provoke us to Emulation, and to 
imitate, or rather out-do the Patterns they ſet us in 
good VWorks. „ 3 
Some there are again, who knowing the controx er- 
ted Doctrines and Practices of. their Church, and the 
heavy Charges we juſtly lay upon them, yet thro” the 
Modeſty, and Humility of their Tempers, join d 
with a credulous Charity, and great Admiration 
they have for that Church, upon the. 9 of

ther. Churches want, they are unwilling to enter into a 
thorough Examination of the Points in Controver-

Things, as they do their Mill in others, in Submiſ- 
fr; to: their Churc/s Aurhoriry, and to believe_as 
ſhe doth. "This, as I gueſs, from fume Expreſſions 
in the. Thurſday Office, of the-Unreform'd Devo- 
tions, was the Caſe of that humble and charitable 
Gentleman, . who was the Author of theſe Devotions.
